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Analysis of Educational Budget 



The American Education Survey Department of the Inter- 
church World Movement has received many requests for informa- 
tion concerning the amounts individual institutions may expect 
to receive from the simultaneous financial campaign now being 
conducted by the various denominations. So far as finances are 
concerned the American Education Survey Department merely 
collects information from the Denominational Boards, tabulates 
it and presents it for the use of the interested Boards, institu- 
tions and campaign managers. The Interchurch World Move- 
ment has no financial administrative function. 

The American Education Department is not responsible for 
the classification of institutions as listed in this Bulletin. It 
merely presents the itemized statements which have been re- 
ceived from the Denominational Boards themselves. 

INTERCHURCH CHRISTIAN EDUCATION IN 
UNIVERSITY CENTERS 

Money for the equipment, endowment and support of 
Christian Education in the large university centers is included 
in the budgets of the national Church Boards and of the state 
bodies of the denominations. From four to seven denominations 
are interested in each center. 

A scientific survey is now in px*ogress that will, when com- 
pleted, give the facts that will form the basis for the determina- 
tion of the actual needs in each center from surveys that have 
been made. The following estimates are given as illustrations: 

University op Pennsylvania 
The Baptist, Episcopal, Lutheran, Methodist and Presby- 
terian churches co-operating. For the union religious center 
building, $210,000; for its endowment, $100,000; five residence 
headquarters, $100,000; endowment for the work of the five 
churches, $250,000. 

Cornell University 

Baptist, Congregational, Methodist and Presbyterian 
churches co-operating. For improvements religious center build- 
ing, $20,000; for endowment, $100,000; six residence head- 
quarters, $100,000; endowment for co-operating churches 
$250,000. 
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Michigan Agricultural College 
Baptist, Congregational, Methodist and Presbyterian 
churches co-operating for church and Bible school. Building 
for local Congregational church to be used by the four denomi- 
nations, $250,000 ; for endowment for the work of four denomina- 
tions, $200,000; two residences, $30,000. 

University op Michigan 
Baptist, Congregational, Disciple, Methodist, Lutheran and 
Presbyterian churches co-operating. For church buildings, 
$500,000 ; for residence headquarters, $90,000 ; for endowments, 
$300,000. 

The endowments are based upon minimum requirements 
and are intended to provide one-half the annual expense; the 
balance is expected to come from living sources.
